In answer to recent complaints by Roy 
Shoffner of the road building program as it 
is going forward in Coffee County, we have 
list of projects underway and 
planned for the county this year. Writing 
in The Ledger, Mr, Shoffner has inferred 
that the governor has overlooked this area 
When it comes to roads because he might 
have felt it was “in the bag” and he didn’t 
need to worry about it. 

Facts don't prove out this line of rea- 
soning. Listed below are road paving pro- 
jects on which construction has been start- 
ed or is in the planning stage. A total of 42.6 
miles of road is to be blacktopped. When 
this is compared to the 210 miles of road 
now paved in the county, it is really an im- 
posing figure. With only 12 months of the 
administration gone, plans are ready to in- 
crease paved roads in the county by 20%, 
That hardly looks like Governor Folsom 
has forgotten that Coffee County provided 
him with a higher percentage of votes than 
any other county in the state. 

We still say that road building is main- 
ly the commissioners’ job. Lots of the cre- 
dit for this program must go to them. But 
we resent the fact that Mr, Shoffner sound- 
ed off about the county being neglected on 
road projects before he checked his facts, 

We maintain that road building in Cof- 
fee County is going forward as fast as is 
possible under limitations imposed by per- 
sonnel, equipment and finances. Priority 
of road construction is decided by the com- 
missioners and is influenced by the results 
each commissioner gets from his funds and 
machinery.

4, A 10-mile stretch from Elba to Ino 
Road is about 10 per cent completed. 

5. A 1.5 mile paved road from Chest- 
nut Grove to Clowers bridge is on the agen- 
da for this year, 

6. From Troy highway to Wise’s store, 
a road is planned with a bridge across the 
Whitewater Creek. Construction is to be- 
gin in the spring. 

7. The Shady Grove to Brantley high- 
way two mile stretch is scheduled for pav- 
ing. 

8. For a distance of 4.5 miles, the Ba- 
sin School to Covington County line road 
will be paved. 

9. From Asbury Church south to the 
Geneva County line, 5.5 miles is planned for 
pavement. 

10, Also planned is a blacktop road pro- 
ject from Victoria School, 7.6 miles to in- 
tersect highway 30 north of Clintonville 
including a bridge across Pea River.

City Political Stream Getting Muddied 


Two city councilmen have now resign- 
ed their posts. Councilmen Shelby Morrow 
and Sam Bean Young have put it in writing 
that they will not be back in their seats 
around the council table on Monday nights. 
That leaves Alva Devane, Dr. C. P. Hayes 
and Stokes Haire to conduct the city busi- 
ness, 

In the city primary election scheduled 
for Sept. 17, it look like Elba voters will 
have to pick an almost entirely new slate 
of councilmen. So far Alva Devane is the 
only incumbent who has signified he will 
seek re-election. Stokes Haire indicated he 


won't be after another term, while rumor 
has it that Dr. Hayes is going to end his 
long tenure on the council. Readers should 
remember, though, that this commentary is 
conjecture rather than hard fact. Anything 
can happen between now and qualifying 
time. 

But it seems almost definitely assured 
that on Oct. 1 when the new city adminis- 
tration will take over, Elba will see the most 
thorough turnover witnessed in the past 
two decades. Most of the faces around the 
council table will be new.

The Enterprise aspirant to 
the office gained a good deal of stature 1m 
the eyes of voters when he took the close 
decision with a smile and did not contest 
it. Now he is back again to do battle in an- 
other race that should prove as close and 
interesting as that one in 1952.

O. F. McCollough and Leon Smart both fil- 
ed for the job in the Northwest District. 

Buster Bowden also drew two oppo- 
nents.

Reapportionment Will Benefit People Here 


Administration forces led by Governor 
Folsom passed the first reapportionment 
measure in the past 50 years through the 
legislature in Montgomery last week. The 
governor indicated he knew the fight to get 
realignment of representation had only 
started when he said he would take two 
weeks’ vacation and then hit the stump to 
ask voters to approve the bill which is a 
constitutional amendment to be voted on in 
November. 

Much will be made in coming months 
of the inequities of the measure, and there 
are some. However, it is a beginning that 
provides for the legislature to reapportion 
itself after the 1960 census. At that time, 


J. .E. “Ollie” Helms, is back and is going ta 
try wresting his old seat in Deistrict 4 from 
Buster Bowden. L. P. MeWaters made this 
a three-way affair on the first day when he 
qualified shortly before Bowden planked 
down his $60. 

Besides Bowden and Lehmon Farris, 
the only incumbent to qualify Saturday af- 
ternoon was Flournoy Whitman, commis- 
sioner from the Southeast District, No. 3. 

Charles Mallory, Kinston, filed for one 
of the two spots which will be open on the 
county board of education. Men whose term 
of office has run out are Dallas Wise and 
H. J. Harrell of Enterprise. Harrell was ap- 
pointed to the board four years ago when 
J. E. Pittman resigned. 

As always, interest this year will cen- 
ter on the commissioners’ races. An un- 
known factor injected into these contests 
for the first time is the fact that the aspi- 
rants for office are running countywide in- 
stead of just in their districts. It will throw 
a much heavier campaigning burden on the 
men than heretofore as they will have to 
make rallies in all parts of-the county and 
solicit votes in Elba, Enterprise, New 
Brockton and Kinston as well as in their 
districts. Something new has been injected 
into county politics and should be interest- 
ing to watch.
